DETAILED ACTION 
Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1. 1 14 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the 
fee set forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after allowance or after an 
Office action under Ex Parte Quayle, 25 USPQ 74, 453 O.G. 213 (Comm'r Pat. 1935). 
Since this application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the 
fee set forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been timely paid, prosecution in this application has 
been reopened pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 8/25/201 1 
has been entered. 


Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

2. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claim 23 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

Claim 23 recites the following limitation: "the best quote" in line 3; "the security" in 
line 3; "the best price" in line 4 and " the computer system" in line 8. There is insufficient 
antecedent basis for these limitations in the claim. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 101 

3. 35 U.S.C. 101 reads as follows: 

Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, machine, manufacture, or composition of 
matter, or any new and useful improvement thereof, may obtain a patent therefor, subject to the 
conditions and requirements of this title. 

4. Claims 23-25 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because based upon 
consideration of all of the relevant factors with respect to the claim as a whole, claim(s) 
23 is held to claim an abstract idea, and is/are therefore rejected as ineligible subject 
matter under 35 U.S.C. 1 01 . The rationale for this finding is explained below: 

5. Claim 23 is directed to an abstract idea based on decisive factors 
weighing against patent eligibility under 35 U.S.C. 101 namely, the claim insufficiently 
recites a machine. The recitation of a computer system in the last line of the claim is 
insufficient because it is only nominally related to the performance of the steps. 

6. Dependent claim(s) 24-25 when analyzed as a whole are held to be patent 
ineligible under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the additional recited limitation(s) fail(s) to 
establish that the claim(s) is/are not directed to an abstract idea, as detailed below: 

Based upon consideration of decisive factors weighing against patent eligibility 
under 35 U.S.C. 101 , dependent claims 24-25 have no machine recited in the claims 
and the broadest reasonable interpretation of claim terms are broad enough to 
encompass the steps being performed mentally or manually. Another factor weighing 
against patentability is that there is no transformation of a particular article to a different 
state or thing. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

7. Claims 1 , 3-1 4, 1 6-22 are allowed.
